rye in charge of the American guard, 
seriously hurt. This was learned yes- 
terday with the steamers arrival here 
from Havana and Nassau, where she 
touched after leaving for Tampico. 


Members of the armed guard and 


officers of the ship refused to discuss 
the incidents, but details were learned 
from passengers on board at the time. 
According to them the fight occurred 
shortly after 5 a. m. after members 
of the navy guard went to the rescue 
of Berry, who had been attacked. The 
Americans at first responded to the 
call without arms, but upon the Mex- 
icans opening fire they secured 
their 


•weapons and responded in kind. 


The 
fight, 
passengers 
said, 
was 


brief, the Mexicans running away as 
soon as the Americans opened fire, 
leaving their dead and wounded. Later 
officials of the port took the matter in- 
to hand, the passengers asserted, .and 
a demand was made upon the captain 
of the Monterey that the armed guard 
be delivered up to them pending an 
investigation.
